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ARMENIANS BURNED ALIVE

MORE ATROCITIES BY MUSSULMANS RE-
PORTED.

A TERRIBLE MASSACRE, IN WHICH MORE THAN
1 PEOPLE WERE BLAIN, SAID TO HAVE
TAKEN PLACE NEAR BAIBURT—AN AT-
TACK ON ARMENIANS IN THE
MOUNTAINS-GRAVITY OF
THE SITUATION
CONSTANTINOPLE.

Constantinople, Oct. 28 —Private advices from
an Armenian source report the eccurrence of &
terrible massacre near Balburt, on the road be-
tween Erzeroum and Trebizond. Those reports
allege that 500 Mussulman laizes, armed with
Martini-Henry rifles, and . sapported by the
Turkish inhabltants, made an unprovoked at-
tack on the Armenian Inhabltants of several
villages. It is further alleged that a number
of young men and women were burned alive at
stukes, and that many women were outraged
and horribly mutilated After the churches had
teen desecrated the Mussulman mob pillaged
the villages and stole all the cattle and other
property of value they could carry off. It Is
said on the same authorlty that over ons hun-
dred and fifty Armenians were killed. The In-
habitants of these villages had made applica-
tion beforehand to the Governor of Balburt for
protection against the raids of the Mussulmans,
but the Governor sent only thres gendarmes,
who did not arrive until the murder and pillage
were over. It is mald that the names of the
ringleaders in this outrage arv known to the
authoritiea

The news of this latest outrage has made a
painful impression in diplomatic circles, and ls
regarded as affording fresh evidence of he
necessity for prompt and energetic action on
the part of the Powera to prevent further out-
“TIH by the swift punishment of those found
Fudity,

Later Armenian advices from Erzingjan eati-
mate that several hundred Armenians were
kilied in the recent disturbances there. The

A dispatch from Trehizond says it Is reported
that Turks have attacked the Armenians in the
mountaing of Gumush Dagh, near that clty.

The reports that fresh disturbances have
taken place at Moosh are untrue

London, Cet, 28 —Frederick K. Rasch. Mem-
bher of Parllament for Southeast Essex, who
has just returned from Constantinople, repre-
sents the situation there as being extremely
grave. Tha Sultan, he says, sees nobody. He
bhas become completely ynmanned by fears of
assassination, and Keeps himeelf in atrict se-
clusion. Mr Rasch bLelisves that the Sultan
may be assassinated by army officers, who are
flled with discontent, and are asking guestions
which the Sultan cannot answer. They want to
know, among other things, why it ls that Mus-
sulmans are taxed and driven, while coneessions
are made to the Armenlans.

Mr. Rasch says that the reports of atrocities
received from Armenian sources Aare greatly
exaggerated. He himself, he said, had not
heard of a single instance of a woman heing
outraged.

FROM GLASGOW TO CARLISLE.
[FROM A STAFF CORRESPONDENT OF THE TRIBUNE.]
Curlisle, September 30.

Glasgow faded in a dense fog, on the hot Sep-
temher morning when we said farewell to lis
busy streets and happy homes, and our first
glimpses of sunshine wers caught as the mists
parted over the towers, cones, steeples and gray
and red houses of Motherwell and Flemington.
Our course was southeasterly, across Lanark-
shire, and, sinee oniy a passing glance at the
couniry was possihle, 1t scemed wise to make
the most of It. Just as the pharacter of an
Individunl may, to some extent, be divined from
his environment, 8o the life of a people may be

Northward & beautiful
prospect opens, of the lonely mystery of the va-
cant hlls, on which, bensath a flood of sunshine,
the fern, the heather and the grass are com-
minglad, in masses of color, brown and emerald
and pink and gold. The feru has been crisped
hy heat, and turned to russet. A few cottages
are noted, amid this wilderness. and, in a little
inelosure, beside one of the lonely houses on the
moor, A white gravestone tells its melanchaly
tale of the partings that are inevitable and the
tragedy that never ends. In the few Lrees there
are touches of eolor, and upon the geunt hill-
sides. an they receds, the multitudes of eouchant
sheep seem like bits of stone, in the distance.
We have passed Moffat, which s the entrance to
the Vale of Tarrow and lone Bt.
